Sentenced hijackers 
appeal to higher court 


MOSCOW ( U P I » — Eleven Jews 
and Russians sentenced to death or 
imprisonment by a Leningrad court 
this week for attempting to hijack 
an aircraft have appealed their 
sentences to the Supreme Court of 
the Russian Federation, Leningrad 
sources said. 
The report could not be officially 
confirmed. 
Soviet 
authorities 
remained silent on the subject. 
The prisoners were reported to 
have tried to escape from the Soviet 
Union to emigrate to Israel. 
Two of the prisoners, former Air 
Force Major Mark Dymshits and 
Eduard Kuznetsov were sentenced 
to death. Nine others drew terms of 
four to 15 years. 
Should the Supreme Court of the 
RSFSR uphold the judgment of the 
Leningrad city court, the prisoners 
may appeal to the Supreme court of 
the USSR. 
II the highest court of the land 
rejects the appeal, the prisoners will 
have one more recourse—appeal to 
the presidum of the Supreme Soviet 
< the chief executive»for clemency. 
Pending exhaustion of all these 
legal remedies the prisoners will 
remain in Leningrad, under the 
jurisdiction of the local procuracy 
(Attorney generals office >.

is 
no 
danger 
of 
the 


immediate execution of the death 
sentences, Leningrad sources said. 


The Soviets today acknowledged 
for the first time that the trial has 
aroused 
passions abroad among 
those who see it as an illustration of 
the plight of Soviet Jews, who are

campaign by Zionist organizations is 
actually masterminded by Israel,” 
the official Tass news agency said.

coast ot Santa Barbara, 72 
per cent ot those queried 
still wnated oil operations 
out of the Santa Barbara 
Channel.

remaining 28 per cent, 18

The Kremlin has not had an easy time of it with the dominion established over Eastern Europe after World W ar II. 
Poland's riots are only the latest in a series of upheavals th at have challenged the Soviets in every country except 
Bulgaria. It started with Yugoslavia's Tito, who broke with Stalin in 1948. The 1953 uprising of East German work­ 
ers was crushed by Soviet tanks. Both Poland and Hungary erupted in 1956. Polish riots, centered in Poznan, were 
curbed with the return to power of Wladyslaw Gomulka, loser in the latest disorders. Hungary went on to open re­ 
bellion and bloody suppression. Hard-line Stalinist and Peking-ally Albania broke with Moscow in 1961. Runaway 
liberalization brought Soviet troops into Czechoslovakia in 19^8. Although avoiding an open break, Romania's na­ 
tionalist-minded leaders have followed independent foreign and trade policies since the mid-1960s.

Fellowship of People 


New Paths Augur 
Well for Religion 


“A growing number of people believe that religion is 
losing its influence on American life, according to the 
most recent data available from the American Institute of 
Public Opinion, Princeton, N.J.” This statement comes 
from the “Yearbook of American Churches,” published 
annually since 1914 and the most authoritative watchdog 
on church statistics. 
The book carries pages of reports on finance, member­ 
ship, personnel and programs of most of the religious 
groups in the land. This material is not generally read by 
those beyond denominational executives, church officials 
and prying sociologists. Yet some fascinating trends can 
be studied and the direction of organized religion rather 
carefully charted. 
On this whole discussion of “religious influence,” the 
yearbook adds these thoughts. 
“Twelve years ago, in 1957, only 14 per cent of all 
persons interviewed thought religion was losing 
ground in U.S. society. In 1968 (the year of most 
complete statistics) the figure was 67 per cent.” 
That is quite a turn around on anybody’s chart and 
yearbook editors suggest four reasons unearthed in the 
public opinion samplings: 
• Young people are losing interest in formal religion; 
other influences are becoming more meaningful. 
• Growing crime, immorality and violence. 
• Materialistic distractions. 
• The Church is not playing its proper role. (Some say 
it is not keeping up with the times, but as many more say 
it is too involved in social and political issues.) 
Some additional observations made by those sampled: 
Young people from 19-21 were most pessimistic about the 
church scene. Church members shared the above four 
points as much as nonmembers. Opinion was universal. 
The trends described point to serious trouble for the 
institutional church which desperately needs young people 
to carry on the work and traditions of the Faith. But we 
shall make a colossal error in judgment here if we think 
that religious influence of institutions is the same as re­ 
ligious interest and pursuit of people. They may be going 
in different directions; the results may be manifest in 
unusual and exciting ways as tradition yields to innovation 
and inspiration. 
Take the building thing. For the last five years new 
church construction has hit around $1 billion a year. That 
kind of money does not come from the bishop’s purse or 
the board of deacon’s treasury. It comes from the people 
who ride ttie bus to work, harvest the wheat and assemble 
the washing machines. Many thousands of families, when 
forced to decide between the building of a home or the 
construction of a cathedral, will in good sense look after 
the family. The crush of taxes, inflation and health care 
have finally forced a decision that means charity starts 
at home. 
On the other hand, you have a whole new breed of 
clergy that wants to build a fellowship of people, with or 
without bell tower. They know that bricks and stained 
glass and air-conditioned chapels are not what finally en­ 
larges the Faith or extends the mission of Christ in the 
world. As this leadership takes hold across the country, 
young people will respond in new ways but will hardly 
pour their energy into old mortgages or new religious 
pentagons. 
A good case can be made for a substantial increase in 
religious influence in the whole world. What we are seeing 
is not a decline in religion but a diffusion and this will 
bring hope and joy to millions of people who had never 
before been touched by the worn, tired programs of 
organized churches.

Simpson, who quit Michigan State as a sophomore to 
sign a contract with Denver of the American Basketball 
Association, was aware that the purchase of the car 
showed him to be both an instant success and an instant 
cliche. 
The stale joke in black groups as well as white is that 
as soon as a black cat can afford it—or perhaps especial­ 
ly when he can’t afford it—he will buy a flaming pink 
Cadillac replete with trimmings. 
“At first I wanted a Mark III,” said Simpson, “ then a 
friend said he could get me a $2,800 discount on the El 
Dora lo. I saw it in the show window and it attracted 
me. The salesman said it was the last one they had and 
didn’t know when they’d get another because of the Gen­ 
eral Motors strike. 
“ I thought I owed it to myself to buy it. I had worked 
hard and now my work was finally payin’ off. Now. well. 
I ’ll look at the car and I don’t even like it. I mean. I 
don’t like what it represents.” 
The GM strike had a lot to do with the feeling. Simpson 
is from Detroit. His father worked in a GM factory and 
that’s where the money for the bread he ate as a ghetto 
kid came from. 
Now he sat on a bed in a small hotel room here, having 
turned low the television set which still flickered a Dick 
Powell movie. Simpson possesses a long 6-5 frame that. 


When Haywood quit, he said that he was being used as 
a pawn by Detroit University to fill up the seats, so why 
not make a million by legalizing his pro status. Simpson, 
however, said he was content at Michigan State, but his 
father, who has supported the family of eight children 
though he hasn’t lived with them for about 10 years, had 
had a heart attack. Simpson felt it was either work for 
him or gradual starvation for his family. 
Besides his car, he got a high-rent bachelor apartment 
in Denver and splurged on natty wide brim hats, wide- 
lapel suits, $60 alligator shoes. And his former high school 
coach, Will Robinson, whom Simpson says he respects 
like a father, said that Ralph didn’t know the value of 
money. 
Simpson was hurt by the charge, but says it ain’t so. 
Half his salary he puts in a savings account, and half of 
that he sends home and the other quarter he sticks in his 
pocket. He has a respected lawyer and accountant look 
after his affairs. 
Simpson says his big thrill was not so much getting 
the money, for this is still inconceivable to him, but just 
playing in the pros. Not long ago he played basketball 
outdoors in the snow with gloves on, or walked three 
miles to a gym in zero weather, or stood outside Cobo 
Hall and watched with awe as Ray Scott and John Barn­ 
hill and Wayne Hightower, Pistons then but ABA play­ 
ers now, cam e into the street after a game. The next day

Proper wheel balancing is accomplished by the 
addition ot tlie correct amount ol small lead weights 
to the wheel rim. There are essentially two types ot 
balancers: The 
bubble' which is the same principle 
as a level — your wheel is laid on a focal point and the 
bubble is centered in a tiny circle by adding small lead 
weights to the wheel The other method perhaps is 
more effective in eliminating "high speed knocks'' as 
the wheel 
is spun by a machine and calibrated at 
ever mci easing speeds — Weights are added at 
required positions until the tire is precision balanced. 
Balancing should be done at least twice a year as 
improper balancing will deprive you of as much as 50 
per cent of the life of your tire!
